No. 3, three m iles w est of Sedalia, 
while crossing through a

ad­ 
joining his home, noticed the carcass 
of a heifer, which had been skinned 
as artistically as if it had been the 
work of an expert. 
The body of the 
animal was found a short distance 
from the railroad tracks, which run 
til rough the property of Mr. Burford. 
The animal had been killed by be­ 
ing hit over the head with a large 
piece of railroad iron, 
which 
w as 
found oil the prem ises. 
The heifer 
had been pastured the night before 
with a number of other animals, the 
remainder of the animals not being 
m olested. 
Near the carcass of 
the 
animal 
could plainly be seen the prints of a 
w om an’s shoe in the soft mud, follow- 
ing the rain of Saturday night. Blood 
spots, where the hide of the animal 
h id been carried to 
the 
railroad 
tracks, were plainly discernable. 
Mr. Burford wras im m ediately noti­ 
fied of the incident and the police 
Monday visited all of the hide houses 
in the city to learn if any one had 
endeavored to dispose of the hide of 
tile heifer, but until late Monday aft­ 
ernoon, no attempt to sell had been 
made. 
The animal was valued at $35, and 
according to local dealers, the hide 
wras valued at $6.

The plans, as given to the officers, 
will place the men under mobilization 
in their home cities for one week be­ 
fore they are taken to Nevada, the 
brigade headquarters, for a training 
period.

SHOULD HOI BURN THE WEEDS 


Instead the Farmers Should Endeav­ 
or to Plow Them Under. 


Columbia, Mo., 
April 3.—Farmers 
are urged not to burn weeds, but to 
plow them under, in a bulletin issued 
by the college of agriculture of the 
University of Missouri. 
“The large amount of rainfall last 
season 
resulted 
in 
an 
excessive 
growth of weeds and fall grasses in 
many parts of the country,” says the 
bulletin, “and farmers are now con­ 
fronted with the problem of turning 
under this large growth of dry mate­ 
rial. 
Tile 
great need of most corn 
belt soils for organic matter makes it 
highly undesirable to burn off any­ 
thing where this can be avoided, ex­ 
cept occasionally on local areas in 
order to control insects. 
“The problem 
of 
plowing 
under 
this material can largely be sol veil by 
thorough disking 
as 
soon 
as the 
ground is dry enough. 
In case the 
land does not dry early enough to al­ 
low the plowing under of this mate­ 
rial in Central Missouri before the 
latter part of April, the disk must be 
used to aid in incorporating the or­ 
ganic matter with the soil. A large 
amount of dry matter plowed into the 
land late would he injurious to the 
immediate crop, though it might he 
beneficial to the soil in the long run. 
By the use of 
a 
sharp 
disk 
one 
should be able to save this organic 
matter for the soil, and at tho same 
time to prepare a thorough seed bed 
for the immediate crop.”

The Pall Mall does not favor gov­ 
ernment ownership, pointing out that 
“a government directed by amateurs 
and swayed in all directions by the

postoffice, telephones and telegraphs, 
will scarcely be able to manage the 
railways 
efficiently.”
